IT is fitting that the 
Socceroos’ first ven- 
ture on to the in- 
ternational stage in 
the new decade 
should be at the Syd- 
ney Football Sta- 
dium when they take 
on Torpedo Moscow 
on Friday (kick-off 
7.30pm). 

Their last appearance 
was also at Sydney's 
premier football venue 
— on April 16 last year 
— when their World 
Cup dreams were shat- 
tered by Israel in that 
heart-breaking 1-1 
draw, 

A lot of water has 
passed under the bridge 
since then. Israel adv- 
anced no further, bow- 


ing out to Colombia. 
while the Socceroos 
have been twiddling 
their thumbs for the 
nine past months. 

Several of the players 
of the unsuccessful 
World Cup bid have re- 
tained their places for 
the Torpedo games but 
most of the interest will 
centre on Frank Arok’s 
new faces. 

The two matches 
against the Muscovites 
could be crucial to 
Arok’s future as natio- 
nal coach as his contract 
with the ASF expires on 
July 31. 

Arok is confident he 
will retain the job as 
well as get positive re- 
sults against the Rus- 
sians, 

Ever the perfection- 
ist, the Socceroo boss 
has been unable to get 
his hands on a video of 
Torpedo but he believes 
he knows enough about 
their style to successful- 
ly counter Valentin Iva- 
hov's men 

The rain in Sydney 
has somewhat affected 
the Socceroos’ training 
but Arok remains re- 
solutely optimistic. 

For several Socceroos 
the match against Tor- 
pedo is their big chance 
to press claims for 
permamnent inclusion 
in the national squad, 
whose main objective 
will be to qualify for the 
1994 World Cup in the 
United States, 

Others will be bat- 
tling to retain their Soc- 
ceroo status after many 
years of loyal service to 
country and Arok. 

All have the incentive 
to do well against their 
polished opponents. 

The match on Friday 
is likely to follow the 
pattern which has 
emerged in all games 
pitting the Socceroos 
against more technical 
opponents, 

The Soviets are cer- 
tain to create many 
more openings and will 
probably enjoy territo- 
tial domination and see 
much more of the ball 

But Frank Arok's 
players have shown — 
Malmo FF was a case in 
point last year — that 
they thrive on underdog 
status and can produce 
match-winning counter- 
attacks against world- 
class opposition.

The winner of the 
shoot-out would get 
two points and the 
loser the normal one 
point for a drawn game. 

According to Papa- 
savas, the plan has 
merit and he said he 
will be recommending 
it to the NSL executive 
and hopefully to the 
council of clubs. 

Papasavas said 
Davidson had made 
valid points in that 
when three points per 
win was introduced 
back in 1983 the 
scheme was not given 
time enough to establ- 
ish itself. 

“The concept of 
shoot-outs for league 
games would be new to 
Australia but I don't 
see why we shouldn't 
adapt. when the 
championship is de- 
cided on a shoot-out,” 
Papasavas said, 

“T believe it would 
be exciting for the fans 
— I like the idea of 
finishing the game with 
a climax.” 

That the likes of 
Papasavas are finally 
prepared to look into 
innovative new ways of 
selling the game to the 
public is a victory in 
itself. 

It is almost an 
admission that the 
NSL has been living in 
thé dark ages for too 
long as other sporting 
codes have forged 
ahead in marketing 

their product as an 
entertainment. 


Australian soccer needs more than baton- 
twirling cuties as a gimmick to start drawing 


Summer soccer and 
finals football, both of 
which still rankle the 
stuffy purists of the 
game, have had at 
least limited success. 

‘Any new ideas must 
be given its fair 
chance. 

Personally, I've al- 
ways considered base- 
ball in the same league 
as syncronised swim- 
ming when it comes to 
excitement and about 
as engaging as watch- 
ing paint dry. 


Nail 

And yet the emerg- 
ence of a national 
baseball league this 
summer could mean 
another nail in the 
coffin of less public 
relations-minded 
sports. 

NSL soccer is cer- 
tainly that. 

In the past decade 
we've already been 
overtaken by the bas- 
ketball phenomenon. 


It has eclipsed our 
game in terms of 
corporate interest, 
television exposure 
and fan support in that 
time. 


And soccer had 
commenced its 1977 
NSL season with a 
huge head start on the 
basketball crew. 

Baseball might be 
the next cab off the 
rank to pass us down 
the freeway. 

And why? Promo- 
tion, gimmicks and 
fresh ideas are the 
short answer.

scribed some of the 
action at a recent 
Waverley Reds game 
at VFL Park in Mel- 
bourne in a recent edi- 
tion of a Sunday news- 
paper. 

“There's the high- 
kicking Red Diamonds

their gyrations,” says 
Weston. 

“Batboys are out, 
and batgirls Nicole and 
Janine were a big hit at 
a recent Reds match. 

“And there’s the 
traditional Seventh 
Inning Stretch when 
the crowd stands up to 
sing ‘Take Me Out To 
The Ball Game."

Soccer's ethnic base has to 
be expanded for progress 


BY KEITH GILMOUR 


THE ethnic com- 
munities that are 
supplying so much 
support for NSL 
soccer are well 
known, but the 
game has to ex- 
pand beyond its 
Present  limit- 
ations. 

Much depends upon 
building a far bigger 
base than is presently 
available. 

Apart from the de- 
gree of enthusiasm in 
various national 
groups that soccer taps 
at present, there are 
other factors that will 
bear more and more 
on the future of the 
game. 

Those interested in 
soccer are aware of the 
NSL change to a sum- 
mer season. but out- 
side of that there is 
often scant concern, 

In a limited check of 
sports followers in 
Sydney there was a 
realisation from the 
press and television 
that summer soccer 
was going, but enthu- 
siasm was limited. 

This, of course, points 
to a lack of strong 
publicity, and an in- 
ability to reach the 
general public under 
Present systems. 

Tt is vital that con- 
sideration be given as 
to how to influence the 
67% of the population 
that has Anglo-Saxon- 
Celtic roots. 

Without a slice of 
that action, the picture 
is grim indeed, 

Fortunately, there is 
not so much of the old 
English-Irish conflict 
left in Australian 
society. 

Unfortunately, 
there is a sprinkling of 
Balkan politics 
around, and the Aus- 
tralian media will ney- 
er buy soccer as long as 
it rears its ugly head 
from time to time. 

The recent South 
Melbourne-Melbourne 
Croatia flare up is a 
case in point, even if it 
was more of a flash in 
the pan. 

Many soccer fans 
are scornful when 
there is trouble with 
English crowds, but 
expect to be allowed to 
forget it when it occurs 
in Australia! 

Tt wasn't the worst 
ever demonstration by 
a long chalk, but the 
NSL must ask how the 
home club allowed a 
substantial section of 
the crowd to stand 
along the athletics 
track. 

There is another im- 
portant area for con- 
sideration. 

Changes are taking 
place in the population 
makeup of major cities 
that the Australian 
Soccer Federation and 
the National Soccer 
League need to under- 
stand and utilise to 


advantage, just as the 
junior associations do 
at grass roots level. 

Years ago much of 
the immigrant popula- 
tion of central and in- 
ner Sydney moved out, 
and the west and south 
west have grown enor- 
mously. 

Close-in Melbourne 
has undergone an even 
more dramatic popula- 
tion loss, with a de- 
crease in population 
experienced in no less 
than 23 local govern- 
ment areas, 

Adelaide has shed 
substantial near-city 
population, whilst 
Newcastle is reported 
to have lost out reg- 
ularly over each of the 
past 12 years although 
surrounding areas 
have grown, 

Brisbane must look 
to feeding for its soccer 
crowds to its southern 
side in particular, with 
the Gold Coast and 
Albert Shire being 
Australia’s biggest 
growth areas, ahead 
even of Sydney's west 
and south, and leading 
its own popular Sun- 
shine Coast. 

Trends in Sydney 


point to the big 
growth centres of Fair- 
field, Blacktown, 


Baulkham Hills and 
Penrith. 

But, looking over 
the next two decades, 
the western area be- 
tween Parramatta, 
Blacktown and Penrith 
and out to Liverpool 
and up the Blue Moun- 
tains is planned to ex- 
plode to the extent 
that it will be home to 
1.5 million people. 

At that stage far and 
away the biggest 
population centre will 
be the City of Black- 
town. 

It should explode to

In planning major 
soccer club arrange- 
ments for Sydney, due 
regard has to be given 
to inner areas where 
some population de- 
creases may turn 
around as regrowth 
takes place. 

Regard must be had 
for the expertise of 
some present clubs, 
and whether they can 
be relocated.

future planning of the game right — 
or close to right for that matter — Aus- 
tralian soccer could develope a firm base 
at last. 

However, it is difficult to see soccer administra- 
tion, be it at Australian Federation, National 
League or state levels, getting things right and 
keeping them right, without some extra imput 
from other sources. 

Remember the days when soccer was the first 
code to move into floodlit matches? 

After that the think tank became inoperative. 

Soccer marked time whilst others moved ahead. 

There should be constant monitoring of for- 
ward marches by other sports, and from that 
position worthwhile ideas should be introduced 
into the soccer scene. 

It is the height of irrelevance to concentrate on 
what is going on in soccer in Europe — whether it 
be in Britain or the Continent. 

Certainly learn from there as well as the better 
side of South America. 

But good sports imput comes from areas such 
as the United States, with its concentration on 
baseball, American football and basketball. 

And it also can come from here in Australia. 

There was a feeling in the NSL that the basket- 
ball game could be disregarded as a “different 
type of game,” but it is to be hoped that basket- 
ball’s lessons can be studied and learnt. 

It is entirely appropriate that the NBL retains a 
sports expert from a leading accountancy firm as 
its adviser on finance, management, television 
and media as well as promotion and sponsorship. 

Having the same type of imput, be it from Dr 
Bradley or someone else of high standing, would 
set soccer on a path of continual review and 
improvement. 

Basketball has moved from its previous tiny 
venues and this year will be providing the sport in 
the 11 most populous cities of Australia. 

It has got thin ii 
bourne, Brisbane, 

It has recognised the different fi cial 
circumstances that cover medium sized cities of 
the Newcastle, Wollongong and Hobart size. 

Not only has it done that, it is also working out 
plans to push the clubs of those regions into 
venues that will accommodate the extra crowds 
that are required. 

No city has extra clubs beyond the public’s 
needs. 

On the other hand, soccer plays around with 
duplication of clubs ad infinitum, and, if the 
public view is taken into account, often ad 
nauseum. 

‘The NBL will now insist on a salary cap for all 
clubs, whilst soccer still permits clubs to pay out 
more than they can afford. 

The NSL chiefs should ask themselves, amot 
a host of other questions, why some clubs are 
permitted to go gaily along without paying tax on 
players’ wages to the Taxation Commissioner in 
accordance with their obligations under the act. 

Clubs should be subject to every proper re- 
quirement. 

They must be safeguarded, as well as the good 
name of the sport. 

The playing side of the game won't be put right 
until management finance and promotion are 
stablised at ASF and NSL levels. 

It is to be hoped that Dr Bradley can get the 
message across, and that a continuing stream of 
effective plans and top-class administrators can be 
available,

This must be done 
without interfering 
with the latter's 
voluntary operation. 

In Melbourne there 
needs to be considera- 
tion to a widespread 
junior system with 
links to the senior 
clubs.

As it often stands, if 
the youngster is of the 
nationality of the club 
he gets a run, other- 
wise his services often 
go to other sports.

the trophy once again. 

The opportunity 
arose for Austral to 
take the place of 
Newcastle Rosebud in 
the NSW _ State 
League, and after 
lengthy negotiations, 
all was ready for Au- 
stral to add further to 
their illustrious 
history. 

They adopted their 
original name NEW- 
CASTLE AUSTRAL, 
and at their first 
attempt they reached 
the 1988 semi-finals,

The second year in 
the NSW State League 
was highlighted by the 
successful sponsorship 
deal struck between 
NBN Television, FAI 
Insurance, and Radio 
2HD.

The sad story of 
Lakis Sofianos 


IN a dingy cell of the Koriadollos Prison near Athens recently, former 
Greek soccer star Lakis Sofianos was found hanging. 


He decided to end his 
often troublesome, 
often heroic life at the 
end of a twisted bed- 
sheet. 

At a young age 
Sofianos, a member of a 
large poor family, lost 
his father. He was often 
called upon to help feed 
his family and during 
the depression he was 
nearly killed by Nazi 
bullets after stealing 
some bread. 

Theft became a way 
of life for young 
Sofianos and he was 
often caught by police 
and sent to a detention 
home. 

But his love for soccer 
would not be denied 
and after a short stint 
with an amateur club he 
joined Panathinaikos in 
1953 and starred for the 
club until 1958. He later 
played for Olympiakos 
and Aris before leaving 
the sport in 1964, 

‘And he always had a 
soft spot for his poor re- 
latives and friends, pro- 
viding them with the 
money he earned and 
leaving very little for 
himself. 


Yet, soccer did not 
pull him out of his unst- 
able life. He continued 
to find himself in jail for 
thefts and later for use 
of drugs. A number of 
times Panathinaikos had 
to pull strings to get him 
released from jail. 

The first time was in 
1954 when Panathi- 
naikos played AEK for 
the Athens champion- 
ship. That Sunday Sof- 
tianos was escorted out 
of prison by police and 
scored both goals to lift 
Panathinaikos to a 2-1 
victory. 
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The second time he 
was allowed out of jail 
for a match was in the 
winter of 1955 with 
Panathinaikos facing 
Olympiakos Volos. 

Despite being in jail 
for one-and-a-half 
months, Sofianos was 
cheered on by the 
thousands of fans who 
saw him score five goals 
and lead Panathinaikos 
to an 8-1 victory! 

He finished as the 
second highest scorer in 
the league with nine 
goals in 1955 and in 
1957 with 11 goals. 
Sofianos also played for 
the Greek national team 
during those two years, 

There are many stor- 
ies of Sofianos's 
gamesmanship. 

He often threw a 
handful of dirt in the 
face of opponents and 
goalkeepers when the 
referee was not looking 
and even scored goals 
that way. 


Panathinaikos, in an 
effort to help him out, 
opened a general store 
for him, but he robbed 
it so many times that 
they took it away from 
him. He then worked as 
a taxi driver in Athens. 

After giving up soccer 
in Greece, he left for 
West Germany, leaving 
his wife and two daugh- 
ters to find work in 
order to send them 
money. 

When he returned to 
Greece, he once again 
was in and out of jail. In 
1971 he lost his arm 
when he was thrown out 
of a train near Belgrade. 

Those that knew 
Sofianos said: “He was 
very good to everyone, 
but very bad for him- 
self.”
